I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  valuable  assistance  and 
support  and  the  staffs  of  the  Health  and  other  Departments 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

The  birth-rate  of  England  and  Wales  was  15.3  per  1,000 
population  ; our  rate  is,  therefore,  1.9  below  that  for  the  country 
generally. 


(b)  Still-births: 

There  were  14  still-births  (13  legitimate,  1 illegitimate) 
during  the  year,  equivalent  to  a rate  of  0.57  per  1,000  population, 
as  compared  with  0.35  for  the  country  generally. 


( c )  Deaths  : 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  as 
belonging  to  the  Borough  was  362.  This  is  equal  to  a death-rate 
of  14.9  per  1,000  compared  with  a rate  of  11.3  for  the  country 
generally.  This  inequality  is  due  to  the  difference  in  the  age  and 
sex  distribution  in  the  Borough  from  that  of  the  country  as  a whole 
Of  the  362  deaths,  the  number  over  65  totalled  264,  giving  a 
percentage  of  72.9. 

The  causes  of  death  are  given  in  Tablel. 


( d ) Infant  Mortality  Rate  : 

There  were  9 deaths  of  children  under  1 year  of  age  (8 
legitimate,  1 illegitimate).  The  infantile  mortality  based  upon  the 
number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  year,  i.e.,  325  is  equivalent 
to  a rate  of  27.7  per  1,000  births,  compared  with  a rate  of  27.6 
for  the  country. 

(e)  Deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases: 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  calculated  from  the  seven  prin- 
cipal Zymotic  diseases.  Smallpox,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough, 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis 
(under  2 years)  :

AREA 

Laboratory  Facilfties, 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations  are 
sent  either  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  at  Hull  or  to  the  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  County  Hospital 
Beverley.  There  is  a branch  Laboratory  in  Bridlington  which  undertakes 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk  and  ice  cream. 

The  Waterworks  Department  submit  their  own  samples  to  the 
Public  Analyst  of  the  District  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examinations.  , 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

This  service  is  maintained  by  the  County  Council.  , 

HOSPITALS 

The  hospitals  in  the  area  are  under  the  Scarborough,  Bridlington 
and  Whitby  Group  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Avenue  Hospital. 

Maternity  deliveries  during  the  year  totalled  509. 

This  hospital  also  provides  accommodation  for  the  aged  and 
infirm.  There  are  5 beds  available  for  males  and  11  for  females. 

The  East  Riding  County  Council  still  maintain  the  hostel  for 
unmarried  mothers.  This  provides  accommodation  for  8 girls  for  2 
months  before  and  2 months  after  confinement,. 
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Lloyd  HospitaL

No  proceedings  were  necessary  during  the  year. 

Admission  to  Hospital  — Chronic  Sick. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  beds  for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick,  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  requested  our  co-operation  in  the  assessment 
of  the  degree  of  urgency  of  all  cases  recommended  for  admission  to 
Hospital.  This  has  been  the  practice  during  the  year  and  has  worked 
smoothly  and  satisfactorily  and  at  the  same  time  resulted  in  the  best 
use  of  vacant  beds  in  the  Hospitals. 

iMaternity  and  Child  Welfare 

These  services  are  maintained  by  the  East  Riding  County  Council. 
Child  Welfare  Centre. 

This  is  established  at  the  Oxford  Street  School  Clinic  and  sessions 
are  held  twice  weekly  on  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons.  The  School 
Clinic  is  available  daily  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  and  arrange- 
ments are  co-ordinated  with  the  Education  Authority  for  the  treatment  of 
dental,  opthalmic,  orthopaedic,  throat,  nose  and  ear,  etc.,  defects  in  the 
pre-school  population.

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Promotion  of  Cleanliness  and  Good  Habits  and  the 
Elimination  of  Verminous  Conditions^ 

This  has  always  received  the  attention  of  the  Health  Visitors 

who  on  routine  visits  give  advice  and  instructions  when  necessary.  All 
cases  of  continual  uncleanliness  and  verminous  conditions  are  reported 
and  the  houses  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  ; there  is  also  regular  co-operation  with  the  N.S.P.C.C. 
Inspector.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER. 

General. 

The  water  supply  area  of  the  Bridlington  Corporation  covers  the 
Borough  of  Bridlington  and  the  whole  of  the  Bridlington  Rural  District. 
The  area  of  the  Borough  is  approximately  9 square  miles,  and  the  area 
of  the  Rural  District  is  approximately  105  square  miles,  making  a total 
area  of  114  square  miles. 

In  the  Rural  area,  28  villages  receive  piped  water  supplies.  Only 
1 district,  the  agricultural  area  of  Fordon,  has  no  supplies  within 
reasonable  reach. 

Approximately  12,000  properties  are  supplied  from  the  Corpora- 
tion’s mains,  and  a further  960  supplies  are  afforded  for  trade  and 

agricultural  usage  through  meters. 

The  water  supply  in  the  Bridlington  Borough  area  is  mainly 

derived  from  the  Corporation’s  Mill  Lane  works,  where  water  is  obtained 
from  a well  in  chalk,  190  feet  deep,  12  feet  diameter. 

The  water  supply  in  the  Rural  District  area  is  obtained  from  : 

(a)  Mill  Lane  Boring.  A 24  inches  diameter  boring,  187  feet  deep, 

in  chalk. 

(b)  Burton  Agnes  Borings.  2 borings,  each  16  inches  diameter,  110 

feet  deep,  in  chalk. 

(c)  Flamborough  Well.  A well  6 feet  in  diameter,  234  feet  deep, 

in  chalk. 

(d)  Hunmanby  Well.  A well  6 feet  in  diameter,  300  feet  deep, 

in  chalk. 

As  a precaution  against  water  borne  diseases,  all  water  supplied 
from  all  wells  and  borings  is  chlorinated,  and  on  some  supplies  the 
chlorine  is  removed  after  a contact  period  so  that  water  taste  is  obviated. 
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Service  reservoirs  at  Mill  Lane,  Scarborough  Road,  Speeton, 
Thwing,  Flamborough,  Hunmanby,  Spell  IHowe  and  Flixton,  with  a total 
storage  capacity  of  5,240,000  gallons,  assist  in  the  storage  and 
distribution  of  water  supplies. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplies  throughout  the  Undertaking 
in  1952  was  approximately  510,000,000  gallons. 

Quality  of  Waters  Obtained  and  Supplied, 

The  quality  of  the  raw  water  obtained  from  Mill  Lane  well  and 
boring  has  been  excellent  throughout  the  year,  but  the  raw  waters' 
obtained  from  the  rural  sources  have,  on  occasions,  given  unsatisfactory 
results. 

The  treated  waters,  as  put  into  supply,  have  all  been  of  first- 
class  quality. 

117  samples  of  raw  water  and  112  samples  of  treated  water  were 
submitted  by  the  Water  Engineer  and  Manager  for  bacteriological  exam- 
ination during  the  year.  Of  these,  20  of  the  raw  water  samples  (2  from 
Burton  Agnes,  5 from  Flamborough  and  13  from  Hunmanby)  showed 
presence  of  B.Ooli.

Scheme  to  augment  water  supplies. 

The  need  for  a new  major  source  of  supply  to  augment  the  output 
of  the  Corporation’s  present  sources  has  been  appreciated  for  some 
years.  A proposal  to  sink  wells  and  borings  immediately  west  of  the 
present  Mill  Lane  Pumping  Station  to  increase  the  output  of  the  source 
by  3,600,000  gallons  per  day  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  in  1950, 
but  pumping  tests  on  Mill  Lane  well  and  various  surveys  and  obser- 
vations have  indicated  that  the  Mill  Lane  works  is  not  capable  of 
much  greater  yield.

During  1952,  extensive  surveys  were  carried  out  by  the  Water 
Department  over  the  whole  of  the  Corporation’s  Supply  area,  to  determine 
the  most  favourable  position  for  a new  pumping  works.  Geological 
Survey  (London)  was  consulted  in  this  matter,  and  information  relating 
to  the  main  faults  in  the  chalk  strata  and  details  of  the  flow  of  under- 
ground water  in  the  area  was  obtained. 

The  surveys  and  the  geological  information  revealed  two  possible 
sources  which,  if  developed,  might  yield  substantial  water  supplies.  One 
site  is  near  Haisthorpe  Village  (estimated  possible  developed  yield 
5,000,000  gallons  per  day)  and  the  other  site  is  at  Bartindale,  south  of 
Hunmanby  (estimated  possible  developed  yield  3,000,000  gallons  per  day). 

Of  the  two  sites,  the  development  of  the  Haisthorpe  site  is  con- 
sidered to  be  the  moct  suitable  from  the  economical  and  engineering 
points  of  view,  and  investigations  are  proceeding  for  establishing  the 
actual  yield  of  this  site. 

Measures  in  hand  for  Improvemeiiit  of  the  Undertaking. 

The  following  is  a list  of  schemes  which  the  Department  has  in 
hand  to  improve  the  availability  and  standard  of  the  water  supplies 
afforded  : 

(a)  Water  supply  scheme  for  the  agricultural  area  of  Fordon,  an  area 
which  at  present  has  no  piped  water  supplies. 

(b)  A 6 inch  link  main  to  connect  Flamborough  Village  with  the 
Corporation’s  High  Level  supply  system. 

(c)  The  re-equipping  of  Burton  Agnes  Pumping  Station  with  new 
electrically  powered  pumping  plant,  new  modern  chlorination  and 
water  treatment  plant,  the  construction  of  new  pumping  mains  and 
a new  service  reservoir  of  500,000  gallons  capacity  on  Woldgate, 
and  a new  supply  main  to  Rudston. 

(d)  8 inch  and  6 inch  mains  to  link  the  supply  area  of  Hunmanby, 

Muston,  Flixton  and  Folkton,  acquired  by  the  Corporation  from 
the  Bridlington  Rural  District  Council  in  1949,  with  the  Corporation’s 
High  Level  supply  network.  , 

(e)  The  installation  of  an  electrically  powered  pump  in  Mill  Lane  well 
to  work  in  place  of  the  old  steam  plants  which  will  be  kept  for 
stand-by  purposes.  When  the  new  plant  is  installed,  savings  on 
operational  costs  will  be  very  considerable. 

The  designs  and  preparatory  work  for  all  the  above  schemes  have 
been  carried  out  in  the  Department. 

Very  considerable  financial  assistance  has  been  promised  by 
various  Government  departments  for  the  carrying  out  of  schemes  (a), 
(b)  and  (c)  above,  and  grants  or  contributions  remain  to  be  negotiated 
in  connection  with  scheme  (d).  Schemes  (b)  and  (e)  should  produce 
considerable  savings  for  the  Department  when  they  are  operating. 

When  all  the  above  works  are  completed,  much  will  remain  to 
be  done  to  ensure  that  the  Undertaking  can  meet  the  demands  which  are 
made  on  it.  New  pumping  mains,  new  distribution  trunk  mains  and 
supply  mains  and  at  least  one  new  storage  reservoir  will  be  necessary 
during  the  next  few  years  to  relieve  the  existing  distribution  system, 
which  is  now  working  to  capacity. 
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Housing  Supplies 

During  the  year  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  on  the  West 
Hill  Housing  Estate  and  on  Housing  Estates  in  the  Rural  District.  Mains 
were  also  laid  for  private  house  building  projects. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  connecting  farms  and  domestic 
properties  in  the  Rural  District  to  the  Corporation’s  supply  mains.  Many 
properties  in  the  Rural  District  had  baths  and  water  closets  installed 
during  the  year. 

Safeguarding  Underground  Wafer  Supplies 

During  the  year  a proposal  to  erect  sanitary  blocks  and  a septic 
tank  on  a caravan  site  in  the*  Borough  was  turned  down  by  the  Housing 
and  Town  Planning  Committee  on  the  grounds  that  the  effluent  from  the 
septic  tank  might  pollute  the  public  and  private  water  supplies  drawn 
from  underground.  The  owner  of  the  camping  ground  appealed  to  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  against  the  Comxmittee’s 
decision.  The  Minister  subsequently  agreed  that  pollution  might  result 
and  dismissed  the  appeal. 

Closet  Accommodation 

There  are  still  some  pail  closets  connected  with  cottages  in  the 
Borough.  These  dwellings  are  all  under  review  for  demolition  when 
slum  clearance  is  commenced. 

Sewerage 

The  new  sewerage  schema  for  the  Borough  isi  in  course  of  prepara- 
tion. 

Every  summer  numerous  complaints  are  received  of  the  fouling  of 
the  beaches  on  the  north  and  south  sides  of  the  Borough.  This  chronic 
nuisance  will  persist  to  the  detriment  of  the  town  until'  the  existing  sewer 
outfalls  are  closed  and  all  foul  sewage  dealt  with  at  new  sewage  works 
outside  the  Borough. 

Housing 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  350-450  houses  in  the  Borough 
are  unfit  for  habitation  under  the  standard  of  the  Housing  Acts.

of  the  Borough  of  Bridlington. 

Mr.  Mayor.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Fourteenth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Services  of  the  Borough. 

There  was  one  change  in  the  staff,  the  Deputy  Sanitary  Inspector, 
Mr.  K.  O.  Batten,  left  the  service  of  the  Corporation  on  the  13th  July, 
1952,  and  it  was  not  until  the  1st  of  October,  1952,  that  Mr.  C.  Jackson 
was  appointed.  Mr.  M.  Hinchcliffe  was  appointed  Deputy  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

The  Sanitary  Section  covers  the  period  for  the  year  31st  December, 
1952.  whilst  the  Cleansing  Section  is  for  the  financial  year  ending  1st 
April,  1953. 

Good  progress  has  again  been  maintained  in  most  sections  of  the 
work  and  substantial  improvements  have  been  effected.  The  season  brings 
its  responsibilities  and  first  things  have  to  be  dealt  with  first,  the  principal 
of  which  are,  food,  whether  it  be  the  inspection  of  food  preparation 
premises,  sampling  or  post  mortem  examination  of  carcases,  camping, 
with  its  legal  ramifications,  and  cleansing.  So  much  depends  on  the 
efficiency  of  these  branches  of  our  work,  when  our  population  is  oftentimes 
trebled,  other  work  must  be  left  until  we  have  time  to  attend  to  it. 

Very  little  improvement  has  been  effected  to  small  cottage  property 
in  the  form  of  repairs.  How  can  one  do  other  than  ask  for  the  minimum 
of  repairs,  when  you  know  full  well  that  to  ask  for  the  property  to  be 
put  in  all  re.spects  fit  for  human  habitation  at  a reasonable  expense  would 
mean  the  representation  of  nearly  every  such  house. 

I repeat  again  that  the  relationship  between  the  income  from  rents 
and  the  cost  of  repairs,  is  out  of  all  proportion.  If  the  rents  of  this 
class  of  house  were  doubled  there  would  still  be  a great  hardship  in 
carrying  out  repairs  at  the  present  time. 

There  is,  in  my  opinion,  one  solution  with  regard  to  property  on 
the  border  line  and  that  is  for  the  Health  Committee  to  consider  its 
acquisition  and  ultimate  reconditioning,  a house  saved  in  this  way  is  a 
house  less  to  build.

In  my  last  report  I stated  that  it  was  anticipated  that  in  the  near 
future  all  milk  sold  in  the  borough  would  be  bottled.  I am  pleased  to 
be  able  to  report  that  this  anticipation  has  now  become  a fact,  and  that  the 
churn,  can  and  measure,  and  the  pouring  of  milk  from  one  to  the  other 
in  the  open  air,  a practice  allowing  so  many  possibilities  for  contamination, 
is  now  a thing  of  the  past. 

Free  washing  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Corporation  to  all 
food  traders  in  the  market  and  on  the  foreshores. 

Caterers  have  again  done  a good  job  of  work  to  provide  clean 
food  for  their  customers  and  a number  have  improved  their  premises 
considerably.  Just  a little  more  attention  is  required  at  times  to  the 
washing  section  of  the  kitchens,  especially  where  machinery  is  used. 

I would  emphasise  “ It  is  absolutely  essential  that  the  correct 
temperature  of  the  water  in  the  washing  and  rinsing  compartments  of 
dish  washing  machines  be  maintained,”  together  with  the  use  of  a 
suitable  detergent,  it  is  the  only  way  to  abolish  the  ” tea  cloth  ” and 
possible  contamination.  This  happy  state  of  affairs  has  not  always  been 
the  case.  Your  particular  attention  is  drawn  to  the  defects  found  and 
remedied  and  to  the  improvements  effected  in  Table  IX.  No  outbreak  of 
food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year. 

Court  proceedings  were  instituted  for  Contravention  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  in  two  instances.  One  case  concerned  the  sale  of 
a loaf  of  bread  containing  a piece  of  wood,  and  in  the  second  case  the 
sale  of  an  unsound  meat  pie.  Both  cases  were  proved  and  the  defendants 
fined  £1,  together  with  £5/5/0  costs,  and  £10,  together  with  £16/1/0  costs 
respectively.

inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods 

There  were  15  slaughterhouses  in  the  borough.  At  the  present  time 
all  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Government  Controlled  Slaughter- 
house, Rhodena  Avenue,  for  the  Borough  of  Bridlington,  the  Urban  District 
of  Filey  and  the  Rural  District  of  Bridlington. 

This  slaughterhouse  will  never  take  the  place  of  a properly  con- 
structed abbattodr,  if  only  for  the  absence  of  a stunning  pen,  cooling 
room,  refrigeration  and  adequate  lairage  accommodation,  especially  at 
peak  periods.  The  design  of  the  slaughterhouse  does  not  admit  of  this 
possibility  and  I am  looking  forward  to  the  time  when  some  definite 
decision  is  made  by  the  Government,  relating  to  slaughtering  generally. 

Of  one  thing  I am  certain.  Bridlington  has  a prior  claim  to  a 
public  abbattoir,  it  is  the  largest  town  in  the  East  Riding,  it  has  a 
terrific  influx  of  visitors,  for  v>^hich  extra  meat  is  required  during  the 
season,  and  it  is  situated  near  to  producing  areas.  The  Corporation 
possess  its  own  cattle  market,  from  which  meat  could  flow  to  the  abbattoir 
thereby  avoiding  long  transport  hauls. 

Ante-Mortem  inspection  of  animals  is  being  undertaken  at  the 
Collecting  Centre  situated  at  the  Corporation  Depot,  Portland  Place, 
Bridlington,  and  lairages  at  the  Government  Slaughterhouse,  Rhodena 
Avenue,  as  a considerable  number  of  animals  are  transported  by  road 
and  rail  from  other  Collecting  Centres. 

Post-Mortem  examination  of  all  animals  is  carried  out  by  four 
qualified  Meat  and  Food  Inspectors  attached  to  the  Health  Department. 
This  has  meant  long  hours,  and  often  week-end  duties,  but  in  my  opinion 
if  identification  of  the  organs  with  the  carcass  is  to  be  carried  out 
satisfactorily,  it  is  the  only  satisfactory  method  of  carrying  out  meat 
inspection. 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  slaughtered  cattle  and  pigs  shows 
a slight  improvement  when  compared  with  last  year.  Cattle  10.92%  as 
against  11.38%.  Cows  22.57%  as  against  25.86%.  Pigs  again  show  the 
greatest  improvement  of  8.57  % as  against  1 2.20  % . This  figure  is  partic- 
ularly important  in  view  of  the  fact  that  1,039  pigs  were  slaughtered, 
an  increase  of  144%  over  last  year. 

The  total  weight  of  tuberculosis  carcasses  and  organs  was  6 tons 
7 cwts.  1 qr.,  compared  with  6 tons  4 cwts.  for  1952.  966  tins  of  food 
were  condemned,  in  addition  no  fewer  that  118  tins  of  ham  and  21  tins 
of  Jellied  Veal  were  condemned.

The  Ministry  of  Health  recommendations  are  that  of  all  ice  cream 
samples  taken  over  a period  of  not  less  than  6 months  50%  shall  fall 
into  Grade  1,  80%  into  Grades  1 and  2 and  not  more  than  20%  into 
Grade  3.  No  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  4. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  with  57.72%  of  samples  in  Grade  1,  24.39% 
in  Grade  2 and  11.38%  in  Grade  3 that  in  respect  of  these  three 
grades  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  are  satisfied.  With 
regard  to  Grade  4 however,  whilst  the  percentage  of  these  samples  is 
reduced  to  6.50%.  as  against  11.27%  last  year,  the  target  of  no  samples 
in  this  Grade  has  not  yet  been  attained.  Nevertheless  I am  able  to  report 
an  all  round  improvement  in  the  sampling  results. 

As  in  previous  years  the  majority  of  the  low  grade  results  were 
from  samples  taken  during  the  warm  weather  and  one  cannot  stress  too 
strongly  the  necessity,  at  this  time  of  the  year,  for  even  stricter  atteintion 
than  ever  to  the  thorough  cleansing  and  sterilisation  of  equipment. 

I would  ask  all  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  who  employ  different 
seasonal  staff  to  ask  for  the  assistance  of  the  Inspectorial  Staff  of  the 
Health  Department,  in  order  that  advice  can  be  given  to  them  with 
regard  to  food  hygiene,  particularly  to  handling  and  cleansing  of  utensils 


and  equipment.

These  houses  are  scheduled  for  consideration  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  hence  the  reason  for  the  common 
supply  from  a standpipe.

The  five  licensed  sites  in  the  Borough  are  as  follows': 

1.  Marton  Road,  Bridlington.  12.5  acres. 

2.  Charity  Farm,  Sewerby,  Bridlington.  8.02  acres. 

3.  Pinfold  Street,  Bridlington.  3,040  square  yards. 

4.  Jewison  Lane,  Sewerby,  Bridlington  (Mrs.  L.  E.  Smith). 

4.501  acres. 

5.  Jewison  Lane,  Sewerby.  Bridlington  (Mr.  J.  P.  T.  Pilling). 

1.069  acres. 

One  camp,  situated  at  Lime  Kiln  Lane  of  17.3  acres  in  extent,  was 
licensed  by  the  Magistrates  in  1937,  after  the  Bridlington  Corporation 
had  refused  to  grant  a licence  for  camping. 

The  above  camps  cover  44.018  acres  and  between  3,500  and  4,000 
people  use  the  sites  in  the  height  of  the  summer  season,  I am  informed 
by  the  owners  that  the  demand  for  sites  for  caravans  far  exceeds  the 
supply. 

Your  Inspectorial  Staff  have  kept  constant,  nay.  almost  daily, 
supervision  of  the  various  sites  and  generally  speaking  I am  not  unhappy 
with  regard  to  the  management  of  the  camps. 
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The  appeals  of  the  owners  of  Lime  Kiln  Lane,  Charity  Farm 
and  Marton  Road  Camping  Grounds,  against  the  refusal  of  the  Bridlington 
Corporation,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  East  Riding  County  Council,  to  grant 
planning  permission  for  the  continued  use  of  sites  for  holiday  dwellings 
were  heard  respectively  on  the  19th  February,  1952,  20th  May,  1952 
and  21st  May  1952. 

The  Minister  decided  to  allow  the  appeals  and  grant  planning  per- 
mission for  the  continued  use  of  the  sites.  In  the  case  of  Lime  Kiln  Lane 
for  a period  of  5 years.  Charity  Farm  and  Marton  Road  Camping  Grounds 
were  given  planning  permission  for  a period  of  ten  years. 

In  all  cases  the  appellants  could  seek  approval  to  an  extension  of 
this  period  in  the  light  of  the  then  existing  conditions. 

I feel  it  is  extremely  unfortunate  that  no  conditions  were  made  by 
the  Minister  for  the  removal  of  the  “immovable”  dwellings,  consisting  of 
old  tram  cars,  bus  bodies,  etc.,  when  planning  permission  was  granted. 

ORGANISED  CAMPING 

An  8 acre  Corporation  site,  situated  on  the  South  Cliff  Land,  has 
again  been  used  for  tented  camps  of  various  contingencies  of  the  Church 
Lads’  Brigade,  Boys’  Brigade  and  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

During  the  1952  season  9 camps  were  under  canvas  with  a total 
strength  of  approximately  600. 

The  site  is  ideally  situated  facing  the  bay  and  affording  excellent 
facilities  for  safe  bathing  and  recreation,  whilst  the  surrounding  environ- 
ment is  of  a rural  nature.  Regular  bus  services  operate  to  the  town  centre, 
approximately  1 mile  distant. 

The  Department  provides  the  necessary  services  for  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse,  water  is  provided  to  each  section  by  means  of 
standpipes,  and  in  addition  to  the  latrine  accommodation  provided  by 
the  camping  organisations,  a public  convenience  is  available  for  their  free 
use. 

My  Corporation  in  reserving  this  site  for  organised  tented  camps 
on  a non  profit  basis  are  providing  a holiday  for  young  men  and  teen- 
agers, from  the  heavy  industrial  areas  of  Lancashire,  Staffordshire, 
Nottinghamshire  and  Yorkshire.  I was  talking  to  one  Camp  Commandant 
who  had  not  visited  Bridlington  for  a number  of  years  and  he  informed 
me  that  our  lay-out  and  organisation  would  take  some  beating,  and  oh!  the 
air,  it  is  so  good  and  invigorating. 

Corporation  Caravan  Site 

I cannot  let  this  portion  of  my  report  close  without  a reference 
to  our  own  Caravan  Camping  Ground  at  South  Cliff.  It  has  been 
extremely  popular  and  a tremendous  success,  applications  have  far  out- 
numbered sites  available,  and  from  letters  of  appreciation  I have  received 
from  owners  of  these  caravans,  it  would  appear  that  the  Health  Committee 
have  well  and  truly  satisfied  their  customers.  What  I like  is  that  the 
site  has  been  used  by  numerous  persons  for  short  periods  from  all  parts 
of  the  country,  people  who  perhaps  would  never  have  stayed  at 
Bridlington,  had  we  not  possessed  such  a site.  I am  perfectly  sure  con- 
siderable publicity  value  has  been  given  to  our  Borough  in  this  manner, 
I would  also  hazard  a guess  that  we  have  profited  financially  by  reason 
of  their  residence  within  the  confines  of  our  borough. 

In  two  cases  it  was  necessary  to  order  the  removal  of  the 
caravans,  owing  to  contravention  of  the  Regulations. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Health  Committee  are  responsible  for  the  control  and  main- 
tenance of  the  public  conveniences. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  pursue  our  project  of  erecting  public 
conveniences  at  the  junction  of  the  Promenade  and  Tennyson  Avenue. 

There  is  a need,  I would  say  an  urgent  need,  for  public  con- 
veniences in  this  area  in  the  summer,  and  I hope  the  time  is  not  too 
far  distant  when  the  financial  position  of  the  Treasury  is  such  that  we 
can  proceed  with  the  erection  of  conveniences.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

There  is  one  Knacker’s  Yard  and  one  Tripe  Boiler  in  the  Borough. 
There  have  been  no  complaints  with  respect  to  any  nuisances  or  effluvia 
therefrom.  Twenty-four  visits  have  been  made  to  these  two  premises. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

This  branch  of  the  work  was  the  responsibility  of  Mr.  Whitley. 
Mr.  Jackson  has  been  responsible  since  his  appointment. 

The  work  has  been  pursued  with  the  same  energy  as  in  previous 
years,  whether  it  be  surveys,  complaints  or  contract  work. 

Table  XV  gives  a summary  of  the  year’s  work,  it  will  be  seen 
that  Bridlington  is  less  by  343  rats. 

The  value  of  this  work  cannot  be  properly  estimated,  it  is  a branch 
of  the  public  health  service  that  goes  on  day  in  and  day  out,  quite 
inconspicuously,  but  nevertheless  very  necessary.  I am  happy  to  record 
the  very  hearty  co-operation  we  have  had  from  farmers  in  the  Borough. 
A few  Farmers  did  not  realise  that  the  Local  Authority  are  responsible 
for  the  survey  of  farm  premises.

The  Prevention  of  Damage  By  Pests  Act  (Threshing  and  Dis- 
mantling of  Ricks),  relating  to  the  period  after  the  1st  November  of  the 
year  in  which  the  stacked  crop  is  harvested,  should  be  amended  and 
the  responsibility  for  placing  the  fence  around  the  rick  should  be  fairly 
and  squarely  put  upon  the  farmer  or  the  contractor  and  not  one  or 
the  other. 

The  Gypsey  Race  received  the  usual  treatment  and  the  whole 
length  of  the  watercourse  was  again  cleansed  and  vegetation  cleared. 

A test  baiting  of  sewers  was  carried  out  during  November  and 
December.  256  manholes  were  treated,  all  with  negative  results.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 


1952  REPORT 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  have  re-introduced 
the  system  of  annual  costing  returns  for  the  public  cleansing  service, 
similar  to  that  in  use  before  the  war. 

It  has  been  my  practice  to  include  only  those  figures  for  the  preceed- 
ing  financial  year,  and  in  order  to  adjust  the  position  to  fit  the  requirements 
of  the  Ministry,  the  report  will  this  year  give  figures  for  the  financial 
year  1952/53,  together  with  a short  summary  for  1951/52. 

3,249  loads  of  house  refuse  weighing  7,644  tons,  605  loads  of 
trade  refuse  weighing  245  tons  were  collected;  in  addition  276  tons 
17  cwts.  of  kitchen  waste  were  collected.  The  total  tonnage  of  all  refuse 
was  therefore  8,165  tons  17  cwts. 

The  weight  of  house  refuse  is  derived  from  30%  test  weighings  over 
the  whole  period  of  twelve  months.  Trade  refuse  and  kitchen  waste 
are  actual  weights. 

1,158  loads  of  various  types  of  refuse,  giving  an  estimated  weight 
of  519  tons,  were  deposited  at  the  tip,  of  which  667  loads  were  received 
from  the  Highways  and  Gardens  Departments. 

70  Tradespeople  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the 
Corporation  at  the  tip,  for  the  deposit  of  refuse  and  waste  materials. 

Salvage  totalled  825  tons  2 cwts.  3 qrs.,  the  principal  items  being 
waste  paper  415  tons,  kitchen  waste  276  tons,  this  compares  with  870  tons 
for  1951/52,  of  which  waste  paper  and  kitchen  waste  formed  501  tons 
and  289  tons  respectively.

The  income  from  salvage  was  an  all  time  record,  due  to  the 
phenomenal  increase  in  the  price  of  waste  paper.  After  allowing  for  all 
expenses  on  the  disposal  services  there  remained  a credit  balance  of 
£4.864  5s.  3d. 

The  net  cost  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse 
as  a whole  was  £5,070  Os.  Id.,  as  against  £6,455  Is.  3d.  for  1938/39. 
This  is  an  outstanding  example  of  the  financial  benefit  derived  from  our 
salvage  organisation.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  income  from  all  sources  this  year 
is  considerably  lower  than  that  received  in  1951/52,  due  entirely  to  the 
catastrophic  fall  in  waste  paper  prices. 

The  net  cost  of  this  particular  service  for  1952/53  was  £9,358,  being 
£2,903  in  excess  of  the  1938/39  figures,  an  increase  of  44.9%,  a very 
favourable  result,  taking  into  consideration  the  phenomenal  increase  in 
present  day  costs. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  again  been  maintained  out  of  the 
season.  From  June  to  September,  a bi-weekly  collection  was  given  to 
hotels,  boarding  houses  and  cafes.  A more  frequent  collection  is  given 
to  the  larger  hotels  and  cafes. 

Kitchen  waste  is  collected,  at  a minimum,  twice  weekly.  In  the  hotel 
and  boarding  house  areas  a three  and  four  times  weekly  service  is  given, 
the  individual  three  gallon  container  is  used  for  storage  purposes. 

I wish  more  people  would  take  the  three  gallon  container  issued 
free  by  the  Corporation,  the  only  condition  being  that  the  recipient  takes 
care  of  it  and  notifies  me  when  they  leave  the  premises. 

It  is  found,  when  canvassing  an  area,  that  approximately  40%  of 
the  householders  refuse  to  have  the  containers  for  two  reasons,  one  that 
there  is  now  no  need,  and  secondly  they  encourage  rats,  the  direct  opposite 
is  of  course  the  case.  The  “life”  of  the  dustbins  must  be  considerably 
prolonged,  by  the  elimation  of  the  wet  content  of  refuse  into  kitchen 
waste  containers. 

At  the  end  of  the  financial  year  2,730  three  gallon  kitchen  waste 
buckets  were  in  use. 

The  vehicles  used  for  the  collection  of  refuse  and  for  street 
cleansing  purposes  are  as  follows  : — 

Four  11  cub.  yds.  S.  6 D.  Freighters  purchased  in  1939. 

One  11  cub.  yds.  S.  & D.  Freighter  purchased  in  1946. 

One  21  cub.  yds.  S.  6 D.  Rear  Loading  Moving  Floor 

purchased  in  1948. 

One  16/18  cub.  yds.  S.  6 D,  Fore  and  Aft  Freighter 

purchased  in  1951. 

Maintenance  work  to  vehicles  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Depart- 
ment, major  items  include  the  following  : — 

Nos.  3,  4 and  5 Freighters  have  been  fitted  with  reconditioned 
engines. 

No.  2 and  3 Freighters  have  been  fitted  with  recomditioned 
gear  boxes. 

No.  5 Freighter's  gear  box  has  been  overhauled. 

Ford  10  cwt.  van  reconditioned  engine  and  clutch  fitted, 

body  overhauled  and  painted. 

New  spiral  blades,  conveyor  belt  and  half  shaft  fitted  to 

Lewin  Sweeper. 
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In  addition  the  usual  repair  work  relating  to  de-carbonising,  brake 
re-lining,  renewal  of  ball  races  and  painting,  etc.,  was  carried  out,  as 
and  when  required.  I would  again  like  to  thank  my  mechanic,  Mr.  E Patrick, 
for  his  interest,  enthusiasm  and  zeal  in  carrying  out  the  above  work. 

House  and  trade  refuse  has  again  been  tipped  at  the  Wold  Gate 
site,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
No  complaints  have  been  received. 

32  tons  of  hay  were  reaped  from  cultivated  land  not  immediately 
required  for  refuse  disposal  purposes.  7 ’acres  of  tip  land  were  sown 

with  mangolds.  For  the  year  1951/52  the  income  received  was  £460.  For 
the  year  1952/53  the  income  was  £552.  The  income  from  the  cultivated 
land  covers  the  loan  charges  and  the  maintenance  of  the  unproductive 

part  of  the  land,  which  includes  the  trimming  and  cutting  of  finished 

slopes,  hedges,  fences,  etc.,  all  of  which  have  to  be  kept  in  order. 

Gully  and  Cesspool  Emptying,  etc. 

The  800  gallon  S.  6 D.  Mechanical  Gully  and  Cesspool  Emptier 
has  again  given  very  efficient  service,  both  inside  and  outside  the 
Borough. 

15,227  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  at  a cost  of  7.63d.  per 
gully.  The  contents  of  101  cesspools,  comprising  180  loads  and 

equalling  81,000  gallons,  were  also  emptied. 

In  addition  to  the  above  work.  192  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re- 
sealed for  British  Railways.  Sludge  pits  and  cesspools  were  emptied  223 
times  in  the  Borough  for  industrial  concerns. 

2,506  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  for  the  East  Riding  County 
Council  and  cesspools  in  the  area  of  the  Filey  Urban  District  Council 
were  emptied  100  times. 

Street  Cleaiasing 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  ten  beats  for  the  purpose  of  street 
cleansing,  three  beats  in  the  town  area  and  near  the  sea  front  are  shortened 
in  their  extent  during  the  summer  season,  in  order  that  a continual  sweep 
shall  be  kept  on  the  promenade  and  streets  adjacent  to  the  sea  front. 

We  possess  two  Mechanical  Sprinkler  Sweeper  Collectors,  A Karrier 
Sweeper  purchased  in  1936  and  which  is  only  used  in  the  height  of  the 
season  to  effect  an  early  morning  clearance  of  litter  and  to  be  available 
in  case  of  emergency,  and  a Lewin  Sweeper  purchased  in  1950  which  is 
the  one  principally  used  for  mechanical  sweeping. 

With  all  our  litter  receptacles  there  is  little  improvement  in  the 
cleanliness  of  our  Borough  during  the  season,  and,  at  times,  out  of  the 
season.  Some  of  our  shopkeeprs  regard  it  as  their  prerogative  to  sweep 
the  litter  from  their  shops  and  leave  it  lying  in  the  channel,  immediately 
after  the  area  has  been  cleansed.  I know  it  is  a little  more  trouble  to 
bring  out  a shovel  and  deposit  the  litter  in  the  bin.  but  how  much  nicer 
the  town  would  look  if  everyone  would  do  this. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  I would 
express  my  appreciation  of  your  support  and  encouragement  at  all  times. 

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  co-operation,  when 
requested,  and  to  the  whole  of  my  staff,  for  their  valuable  assistance  and 
untiring  zeal  in  the  execution  of  their  work,  I say  thank  you  very 
much.
